Hidden in God's Quiver 


God needs weapons in his warfare. 
His infinitely perfect weapons are his two 
Words, the Bible and his own dear Son. 
He uses also those who have become his 
children by faith in his Son. A letter 
came to a Christian worker about a mes- 
sage that had come to its writer in Isaiah 
49:2, 3. The worker had been shut in 
for a while, and the friend wrote: “How 
we rejoice in what seems so applicable to 
His Word in your mouth! And then fol- 
lowed the full content of the thought which 
had been comforting me: ‘In the shadow 
of his hand hath he hid me, and made me 
a polished shaft; in his quiver hath he hid 
me.’

Are Revivals Over? 


It has long been popular to say that 
religious revivals are forever past. Toward 
the end of the four centuries of silence 
between Malachi and Matthew people were 
probably saying it,—especially the Sad- 
ducees, the Modernists of that day. But 
God was not dead, and “there was a man 
sent from God, whose name was John” 
(John 1:6), and a great revival came. 
When the much loved Billy Sunday died, 
in the autumn of 1935, the radical journal 
The Christian Century, said: “Mr. Sun- 
day was the last of his line. Revivalism 
reached in him its final expression.” It

went on to say that Sunday’s characteristics 
“were signs of the desperate and hopeless 
condition of the evangelical type of piety. 
It was a type that had run its course... . 
This revivalism had been running down 
by progressive stages since the great days 
of Finney a hundred years ago. In Billy 
Sunday it exhausted itself.” But God has 
not run his course, nor has the Holy Spirit 
exhausted himself! Many of God’s chil- 
dren are praying earnestly, faithfully, per- 
sistently and importunately for revival — 
and God hears and answers prayer. The 
Great Commission Prayer League has 
issued a call for a World-Wide Day of 
Prayer for Ministers and Missionaries on 
Sunday, May 16 (Pentecost). The notable 
articles published in THe Sunpay ScHOOL 
Times last autumn and winter by Ernest 
M. Wadsworth, Director of the League, 
have been brought together under the title 
“Will Revival Come?” The book is a 
challenge and an encouragement to praying 
Christians and shows, among other things, 
why we may confidently expect revival. 
If ever revival was needed, it is today. 
And if ever God was able, he is today! 
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Why Attend a Summer Conference? 


HEN a method of Christian work 
Wis into the mighty movement of 

the Spirit of God, that method 
always marks a new beginning of spiritual 
power for the Church of Christ. Such 
a method was the Sunday school. Another 
was the Bible school movement.. Another 
new method was the simple plan of gath- 
ering people together for several days of 
continuous study of the Bible and the 
Christian life at a “summer conference.” 
This method has developed into a move- 
ment which today is one of the most pow- 
erful factors in the spiritual life of the 
Church. 

These closely related movements of Bible 
schools and summer conferences are not 
movements outside the Church. They are 
methods being used by Christians within 
the Church. They are emphasizing the 
great truths and great objectives for which 
the Church of Christ has stood, but which 
a spiritually weak Church is always in dan- 
ger of neglecting or even ignoring. 

Recently the president of a Bible college, 
having about 150 young men and young 
women in training for Christian service, 
asked the students how many of them had 
attended a summer conference. All but 
fifteen indicated that they had. He asked 
how many of them had accepted Christ, 
or had surrendered themselves and found 


a new beginning of Christian life and serv- 
ice, at a summer conference. There were 
sixty-five, about half the number who had 
attended a summer conference. Then the 
question was put, “How many are in Bible, 
college to train for Christian service be- 
cause of a summer Bible conference?” 
There were sixty-two. 

This is not a peculiar or isolated experi- 
ence. It is expressive of the mighty spir- 
itual forces that have produced the summer 
conference movement, and are making it 
an increasingly powerful spiritual factor. 
What are some of the natural and super- 
natural features of a summer conference 
that make it so delightful and fascinating, 
as well as spiritually powerful? 

It is altogether natural that Christians 
should desire to make their summer vaca- 
tions, and their times of relaxation, quite 
different from the vacation times of the 
children of the world. But it is difficult 
for Christians to attend the various sum- 
mer vacation places and enjoy the fellow- 
ship and recreation without being contam- 
inated with worldly things. Multitudes of 
nominal Christians find the worldly vaca- 
tion entirely to their liking, and have no 
problem in connection with it. But others, 


including a large number of young people, 
have discovered that all the wholesome de- 
lights of recreation and outdoor sports can 
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be had at a Christian summer conference, 
with delightful companions, and along with 
the added benefit of a profitable use of the 
mind and the development of the spiritual 
life. Very few Christians through the year 
have the opportunity to give attention day 
after day for several days to the study of 
the Bible and to the application of the truth 
to their own experience, This is afforded 
in a summer conference under ideal condi- 
tions. The gathering of comparatively 
large numbers of Christians into a definite 
place makes it possible to secure outstand- 
ing Christian teachers to lead the confer- 
ence, 

For a number of years, practically all of 
the summer conferences were of an inter- 
denominational character, and today this is 
an outstanding feature of these conferences. 
Even the conferences that are under dis- 
tinctly denominational control have an ap- 
peal to Christians of all denominations, 
though some have a strictly denominational 
program, There is need that Christians 
of various denominations should meet to- 
gether and understand one another, rejoic- 
ing in the common heritage of the glorious 
truths of the Christian faith held by all 
the evangelical denominations. Too often 
the few differences are over-emphasized, 
with the result that Christians lose sight of 
the fact that on the great fundamentals 
all of the evangelical churches in large 
measure agree. This need of fellowship 
and understanding, and of emphasis upon 
the great essentials of the faith, is made 
possible in summer conferences in a most 
effective way. Interdenominational Bible 
schools help toward this end. But they are 
necessarily limited to the comparatively 
small number of young people who can 
take their training in these institutes. The 
summer conference makes an appeal to all 
Christians, young and old. 

It is a striking fact that practically all 
of these summer conferences have been 
loyal to the Bible as the infallible Word 
of God. The conference that may be 
counted as the beginning of the movement 
in America set a standard in this as in 
other respects. That was the famous Ni- 
agara Bible Conference. 

Some years ago the Great Commission 
Prayer League of Chicago reprinted in 
leaflet form the “Articles of Belief” of the 
Niagara Bible Conference as they had ap- 
peared in the December, 1913, issue of The 
Christian Workers Magazine. The follow- 
ing is part of the editorial paragraph by 
which the Articles were introduced in that 
magazine : 

“Twenty-five years ago, more or less, the 
Bible conference, held at Niagara every 
summer, was the greatest gathering of the 
saints of God on this continent. This was 
not because of the large number in attend- 
ance, the men and women there never 
counted numbers, but because of the quality 
of the teachers, and the motive that actu- 
ated the gathering. . . . Those were the 
days of Brookes and West and Parsons and 
Erdman and Moorehead and Nicholson 
and Needham and Gordon. Oh, what dis- 
cussions were held in those days! How 
the Lord Jesus Christ was exalted, how 
the Holy Spirit was honored, and how the 
Bible was expounded! The bread of life 
broken and distributed at the Niagara Bible 
Conference is feeding the children of God 
in this land to this day.” 

It is significant ‘also that some confer- 
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ences that featured Modernistic speakers 
have failed, and have never had an appeal 
for Christians desiring to come to such 
gatherings. It is regrettably true that to- 
day the virus of Modernism is not leaving 
the Bible conference movement unaffected, 
but has entered in its subtle way into a 
number of the denominational, and occa- 
sionally into the interdenominational con- 
ferences, 


All Christian churches admit theoret- 
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ically that Christians should study the 
Bible. But as a matter of actual fact 
the rank and file of Christians are lament- 
ably ignorant on the Bible. Christian 
preaching has been very largely topical 
preaching, and multitudes in the churches 
have little opportunity to hear exposition 
of the Bible in their churches, not to speak 
of having it in their own private study. 
This is one of the reasons the Spirit of

King Saul’s Strange Life 


Believing so fully in John 10: 29 I fail 
to understand 1 Samuel 16: 14 in the light 
of 1 Samuel 10:6, 9. Was Saul lost? 
How could an evil spirit come from the 
Lord to trouble him? And did Samuel 
really appear before the witch of Endor 
and talk with Saul? 


The Times meets every requirement of 
a Christian periodical for me—A New 
York State reader. 


Saul’s career is one of the most tragic 
in Bible history. He began with every- 
thing in his favor, chosen of God to be 
king over Israel when Israel, against God’s 
will, demanded a king; the Holy Spirit 
came upon him; he had the friendship and 
counsel of Samuel, one of the wisest and 
most godly of the judges and prophets; 
after he was chosen of God as king, “there 
went with him a band of men, whose hearts 
God had touched” (1 Sam. 10:26); and 
Saul’s early attitude and acts as king were 
admirable. But self-will soon began to ap- 
pear, and Samuel, with broken heart, had 
to tell the handsome, stately, magnetic 
young king: “Because thou hast rejected 
the word of the Lord, he hath also rejected 
thee from being king” (1 Sam. 15:23). 

We must be careful to note the significant 
differences between the work of the Holy 
Spirit upon or in men in Old Testament 
times and in New. His coming into the 
lives of believers to abide forever was an 
entirely new blessing made possible only 
by the death, resurrection, and ascension 
of Christ, as is shown in such passages as 
John 7:39; 16:7; Acts 2:33; Galatians 
4:1-6. But in the Old Testament the 
“Spirit acts in free sovereignty, coming 
upon men and even upon a dumb beast as 
he willed, nor are conditions set forth (as 
in the New Testament) by complying with 


- which anyone may receive the Spirit.” In 


view of this plain teaching of Scripture 
we can understand the two passages in I 
Samuel about which the New York reader 
inquires. In 10:6, 9, we are told that the 
Spirit of the Lord should come upon Saul, 
and this came to pass, and “God gave him 
another heart”; while in 16:14 we read 
that “the Spirit of the Lord departed from 
Saul, and an evil spirit from the Lord trou- 
bled him.” There is more than one Old 
Testament passage showing that God could 
permit or direct evil spirits to have dealings 
with men, even with believers. One of the 
most familiar of such passages is Job 1: 
6-12; 2:1-7, when God permitted Satan 
to deal with Job. 

Saul’s experience with the witch of En- 


dor is recorded in 1 Samuel 28. In desper- 
ation, almost hopelessness, fearful before 
the mighty host of Philistines who were 
about to attack his army and feeling keenly 
the death and absence of his old friend and 
counselor the prophet Samuel, Saul went 
to consult a woman at Endor who was said 
to have “a familiar spirit.” God had com- 
manded the death-penalty for all such 
witches or wizards (Lev. 20: 27), and King 
Saul himself had tried to rid the land of 
them (1 Sam. 28:3). But now, disguised, 
he sought one out and asked her, “Bring 
me up Samuel.” The inspired historical 
record tells us that Samuel appeared. “And 
when the woman saw Samuel, she cried 
with a loud voice,” evidently in great fear. 
Then we are told that Samuel told Saul 
that God had rent the kingdom out of his 
hand and given it to David, and that on 
the next day the host of Israel should be 
delivered into the hands of the Philis- 
tines. 

The explanation of all this seems to be 
that God, in his sovereign power and wis- 
dom, did something unique in all Bible his- 
tory: he directed Samuel to come from the 
grave and deliver God’s message to the 
king who had turned away from God. 


There is no other such instance in the en- 


tire Bible. Spiritism, necromancy, seeking 
the spirits of the dead, and all such dark 
and occult activities, are wholly under the 
condemnation of God. God’s unique and 
arbitrary action at Endor does not alter 
or nullify his commandments in such mat- 
ters. 


Was Saul lost? The Bible does not tell 
us, and only God can answer the question. 
Samuel said to Saul, at Endor: “More- 
over the Lord will also deliver Israel with 
thee into the hand of the Philistines: and 
tomorrow shalt thou and thy sons be with 
me” (1 Sam. 28:19). Does this mean that 
Saul and his sons were to be with Samuel 
in the place of the blessed dead, or does it 
simply mean that they were to go down 
into death? 

That Saul’s tragic death in battle at the 
hands of the enemies of God’s people was 
a direct result.of his sins is plainly declared 
in 1 Chronicles 10: 13, 14: “So Saul died 
for his transgression which he committed 
against the Lord, even against the word 
of the Lord, which he kept not, and also 
for asking counsel of one that had a familiar 
spirit, to enquire of it; and enquired not 
of the Lord; therefore he slew him, and 
turned the kingdom unto David the son of 
Jesse.”

E HAD walked up the long aisle, 
W wes to east, preceded by the three 

Prelates bearing the Vessels and 
the Bible, and the Peers bearing the Re- 
galia and the Swords, between the dense 
ranks, stall and gallery, of that congrega- 
gation of seven thousand, while, beyond 
and above, the soaring arcades and roof 
of that matchless Church rose in even more 
than their common majesty and received 
with all their wonted perfection of response 
the mighty music of the Anthem, J was 
glad when they said unto me, let us go into 
the House of the Lord. 

Soon the silent devotions were done, and 
at once movement was made for that great 
first act, the Recognition. I suppose it is 
a survival of very old “recognitions,” when 
the free Saxon warriors freely chose and 
then freely acclaimed their chief. The 
King, as it had been arranged on Monday 
at his own express instance, having risen 
from his chair, duly accompanied, while 
his long crimson robe was carried after 
him, advanced far forward to a point close 
by King Edward’s chair, so as to stand 
full in view of choir, transepts, and sanc- 
tuary, so presenting himself to the people. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury, preceded 
by Garter, and followed by Chancellor, 
Great Chamberlain, Constable, and Mar- 
shal, a short but stately procession, walked 
to the east side of the Theatre, then to the 
south, the west, the north. From each 
station, in grave and resonant tones, he 
“presented” to the multitudes their “un- 
doubted King”; were they, having come 
to do him homage, “willing to do the 
same”? A great shout of God save King 
George, Long live the King, responded to 
each question, and the peal of trumpets 
followed. Faintly from outside, like a 
far-off echo, came the great shout of the 
people in the streets. 


An Atmosphere of Worship 


The King, and we, now returned to the 
Chair of State. The bearers of Vessels, 
Book, Regalia, and Swords carried them 
to the Archbishop and the Dean at the 
Holy Table, there to be laid till the mo- 
ment of use. And then the Litany was 
sung by the Bishops of Bath and Wells 
and Oxford, chanting in unison, and con- 
veying all around a full impression of the 
holy, worshiping character of the occasion. 

This was deepened when, immediately 
afterwards, the Introit was chanted and the 
Archbishop began the Communion Office. 
For, as the Ordination or Consecration of 
English Deacon, Priest, and Bishop, so 
the Coronation of English King, is a rite 
entwined with the great Sacrament of Pas- 
sion and Redemption. Epistle and Gospel 
were read by the Bishops of Winchester 
and London respectively; the pregnant 
words of the Epistle (1 Pet. 2: 13-17) 
were given with singular force and eleva- 
tion. Then the Creed followed. At its 
close, as we turned, we saw the Preacher 
already in his place, the Archbishop of 
York. The pulpit was set at the north- 


“ But the absorbing consciousness (was 
it a parable of greater things?) was the 
immediate proximity of the King.” So 
ended the account of the beginning of 
the coronation of King George V, June 
22, 1911, published in last week’s issue 
of the Times; and in this issue the re- 
markable narrative and interpretation 
are continued. The account of the coro- 
nation of the present King’s father was 
written by the late Bishop of Durham 
for personal friends, but not published; 
it was given by the Bishop to the Editor 
and his wife when they visited Auck- 
land Castle in 1913, and is now shared 
with The Sunday School Times Family. 
Bishop Moule stood at the King’s right 
hand during the coronation, and saw 
him as a monarch “less aware of the 
nearness of a multitude than of the 
Prince of the Kings of the earth.” 








west corner (not the northeast, as in the 
rubric) of the Theatre, close to the hither 
end of the choir stalls, in the nearest of 
which sat the German Prince, with Mr. 
Balfour just below him. The King had 
removed his cap for prayer, but now, as 
the rubric bade, he donned it for sermon. 
It was a perfect sermon for the occasion, 
only six minutes long, admirably deliv- 
ered, weighty in every sentence. The glory 
of service was its theme, the service of God 
in serving man; the call to the highest, in 
the footsteps of the Most High who hum- 
bled Himself, to see in the Crown the sym- 
bol of supreme self-sacrifice. 

The Questions followed, ministered by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury to the King 
as he sate, and then the Oath. For this 
the King rose, and, attended by his Bishops, 
the Lord Chamberlain, and the Sword of 
State, passed to the steps of the Holy 
Table, and there, with his right hand on 
the great Bible, held before him by the 
Primate, vowed his fidelity. A ‘“standish,” 
or inkstand, was presented to him by Lord 
Spencer, kneeling (how carefully this, like 
other things, had been rehearsed!) the 
Book was kissed, and the Oath very de- 
liberately signed. 


Anointed with Oil 


Then, still recalling the rites of Ordina- 
tion, the Veni Creator was chanted, and 
the noble Prayer prefatory to Anointing 
said; for the Anointing came next in order. 
While the King was preparing, Zadok the 
Priest was sung, with splendid fulness and 
fire. Did not Handel write the music for 
George II? And was it ever, during these 
183 years, more worthily sung, voice and 
instrument ? 

Meanwhile the King must be “disrobed” 
—relieved of his crimson mantle, to be 
ready for the vestments of consecration. 
Again it was curious to see rehearsals and 
consultations bearing fruit in the prompt 
and careful removal of the Collar of the 
Garter and the undoing of the ponderous 
robe. In this latter act a moment’s diffi- 
culty occurred; the weight had pulled a 


knot in the fastening ribbons too tight to 
untie. But Lord Churchill was ready; in 
a moment, with a handy pair of scissors, 
he cut the fastening, which fell to the 
carpet (and long lay there), so that all 
was free. If it had been a time for amuse- 
ment I should have been much amused, 
for the Master of the Robes had shewn 
me those scissors not long before in the 
King’s retiring room, with much satisfac- 
tion, and had said that they should be 
ready at need. 

So George V _ stood erect, slight and 
spare, in a close-fitting scarlet tunic but- 
toned down the front; disrobed, but kingly 
as ever. Then we escorted him across the 
narrow interval to that venerable Chair, 
with the mysterious Stone of Scone be- 
neath it— the Chair which, three days be- 
fore, the King had inspected and tried, and 
had decided that the oaken seat should 
not be cushioned. A moment later the 
goldcloth Pall was held over the King, the 
staves .carried (very truly and evenly) by 
four Knights of the Garter. I stood a lit- 
tle aside to make room for Lord Cadogan, 
and also to be ready for the help I was 
to give (as in 1902) at the Unction. The 
Dean held the gold Ampulla, the bird- 
shaped oil-vessel, and the Archbishop the 
gold spoon; oil was poured from the beak 
into the spoon, and the King was anointed, 
head, breast, and hands. Then, for the 
King’s physical comfort, the Dean’s duty 
was to touch head and hands with absor- 
bent wool, taken from a dainty little bag, 
and I for those few moments held the 
Ampulla, till both the instruments were 
carried back to the Table, and the Arch- 
bishop spoke the beautiful Benediction. 


The Royal Robe 


Immediately on this followed that re- 
markable action, the vesting of the King 
by the Dean of Westminster. His Majesty 
stood, and over the red tunic the Dean 
placed and fastened the Colobium, practi- 
cally a white surplice, a garment special 
to the Deacon of old, and then, above it, 
the gorgeous Supertunica, an ample coat 
of cloth of gold, reaching below the knee, 
and fastened with a similar girdle. There 
were no accompanying words, but surely 
the acts were symbolical of the King’s en- 
trance upon, may we not almost say, royal 
Orders? : 

The King as religious Minister was now 
also to be armed as Christian Knight. 
The Spurs were brought to touch his heels, 
and the Sword, not of State but of Justice 
(Rom. 14:4), was carried to him, with 
elaborate ceremony, by the Archbishop, 
accompanied by other prelates, and placed, 
after prayer, in his hands. It was then 
nominally girt upon the King as he stood; 
actually it was dropt into the “frog,” 
or catch, ready for it in the girdle; and 
the lofty words of exhortation, With this 
Sword do justice, etc., were spoken to the 
King, seated again. Then, rising, he bore 
it to the Holy Table, offered it, and re- 
turned to the Chair, while Lord Beauchamp 
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“redeemed it” at the price of “a hundred 
shillings,” drew it from its velvet scabbard, 
and carried it thenceforward instead of the 
Sword of State. 

More vesting followed now. The Armilla 
was placed by the Dean upon the King’s 
shoulders, over the Supertunica. It was 
precisely a Stole, bearing upon it many 
embroidered devices, the emblems of the 
British Dominions, home and overseas, as 
for example the Indian lotus flower. Then 
over all, by the Dean and the Great Cham- 
berlain, Lord Carrington, was laid “the 
Robe Royal, or Pall of Cloth of Gold,” a 
glorious mantle, not very long, like the robe 
of state, but long enough to trail when the 
wearer moved, .and needing to be lifted 
and borne by the Master of the Robes. I 
saw it only imperfectly during that time of 
tension; I mean that to study details proved 
then impossible. But its whole effect was 
as if a golden woof was shot with a warp 
of “colours of the showery arch.” It was 
George IV’s robe, in 1821. Its new wearer 
is a King who will give a new and nobler 
association to the Georgian name. 

Again the Archbishop approached the 
now seated King, and placed in his hand 
a large hollow silver ball, the Orb, sur- 
mounted by the Cross. He consecrated the 
Robe by a prayer for divine enduements 
for the King, and the Orb by that great 
appeal to the bearer of the cross-crowned 
globe to “remember that the whole world 
is subject to the power and empire of 
Christ our Redeemer.” 


Symbols of Justice and Mercy 


Next came “The Investiture per An- 
nulum et Baculum,’ by Ring and Rod. 
So the medieval Bishop was invested (St. 
Bernard uses this ceremony, with exactly 
this title, as an illustration of the seal- 
ing function of Sacraments). The “Rod” 
in the King’s case in the Sceptre, or rather 
the Sceptres — the rod of “power and jus- 
tice” for the right hand and that of “equity 
and mercy” for the left; this last sur- 
mounted by a dove. Just before the deliv- 
ery of the first sceptre, which bears at its 
apex one of the great African diamonds, 


the Duke of Newcastle (as Lord of Work-. 


sop Manor) stepped from the right, be- 
tween myself and the King, and offered 
the traditional gift of an embroidered glove. 
This act, so quickly done, had been of 
course rehearsed; indeed it had been dis- 
cussed in detail by the King on Monday. 
The glove (happily it fitted easily) was 
put on, drawn off, and then returned to 
the donor. 

The Archbishop next approached the 


Holy Table, on which lay the crown called | 


the Crown of St. Edward, for a. sapphire 
once owned by the Confessor adorns it. 
He lifted, and then laid down again, the 
heavy mass of gold and gems, saying the 
short and uplifting prayer appointed, and 
then, turning, walked towards the King, fol- 
lowed by the Archbishop of York and the 
other ministering Bishops. The Dean held 
the Crown upon a cushion, and another 
cushion was also brought, bearing the Im- 
perial Crown, from which flashed the other 
African diamond—a crown of much less 
weight. . (This latter, by arrangement 
made on Monday, was to be silently sub- 
stituted for the Crown of Edward, by the 
King himself, shortly after the crowning 
act, as a physical relief.) 

Now came the mighty climax of the 
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ceremonial. The King, vested, anointed, 
belted, and spurred as knight, espoused to 
his kingdom by the ring, holding the scep- 
tre-ensigns of power and mercy, received 
at length the final consecration of the 
Crown, set with solemn deliberation upon 
his head by the Archbishop. This was the 
signal for a mighty outburst of jubilant 
repeated shouts, God save the King, and 
every temporal Lord at the same moment 
set his coronet on his head. We could 
hear the muffled thunder of cheering out- 
side the Abbey, and we were aware that 
not only there but over England and over 
the Empire, as the guns at the Tower gave 
signal, men knew that King George was 
crowned. The Archbishop spoke, in the 
same clear, firm voice as ever, the prayer 
of blessing, and the Choir burst into the 
musical appeal, Be strong and play the 
man. 


Honoring the Bible 


Next in order came an incident of the 
Ceremony comparatively modern (1689) 
but of profound import in its simple dig- 
nity. The Holy Bible, lying massive on 
its cushion, was held before the King for 
his acceptance, with those few weighty 
words: Our Gracious King, we present 
j40u with this Book, the most valuable thing 
that this world affords. Here is wisdom; 
this is the Royal Law; these are the lively 
oracles of God. It was at once a contrast 
and a complement, as significant as it was 
majestic, to the feudal ceremonial before 
and after. 

Then did the Archbishop “solemnly bless 
the King,” and then, turning to the congre- 
gation at large, he prayed blessing on them 
and on the whole Realm. So closed the 
rites in and around the Chair of Edward. 

The two Thrones on the dais of the 
Theatre were all this while vacant; now 
they were successively to be filled. George 
V rose, crowned, sceptred, robed with that 
resplendent mantle, and we escorted him 
westward, up the steps, to his seat of state, 
prelates and peers there stretching out their 
hands towards him as if to lift him into 
his place. Then the sceptres were taken 
(every movement had been arranged), each 
by a Duke who had stood behind in readi- 
ness — the right hand sceptre by the Duke 
of Argyll; the bearers of the swords and 
of the regalia, and others, gathered at the 
steps, and the Archbishop spoke the appeal, 
Stand firm. 

Now again the feudal ages seemed to 
live before us. It was time for the Hom- 
age. One by one the chiefs of the Orders 
knelt at the first step, mounted to the 
King’s footstool, knelt again, spoke the 
sdlemn promise of fidelity, touched the 
Crown, kissed the Sovereign’s left cheek, 
and withdrew—a withdrawal which, to 
avoid possible accident, as each man must 
keep his face to the King. as long as pos- 
sible, and must also think of his own robe, 
had cost much rehearsing. First came the 
Archbishop; we Bishops, wherever in the 
Church we were at the moment, all knelt 
and said the words with him. 

And then, before all other acts of hom- 
age, there came forward from his chair 
in the Transept, grave, earnest, almost 
anxious of look, a rnodel of pure, true boy- 
hood, the Prince of Wales. All the while 


the Anthem, Rejoice in the Lord, was re- 
sounding, but I, where I stood, could hear 
every word of the oath as he read it on 
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his knees before his father —that most 
moving .promise to be your liege man of 
life and limb, and of earthly worship ;. and 
faith and truth I will bear unto you, to 
live and die, against all manner of folks. 
So help me God, The Prince, ingenui 
vultus puer ingenuique pudoris, duly 
touched his father’s crown and kissed his 
cheek; and then (we who had seen what 
happened in 1902, so utterly unrehearsed, 
knew what must follow) the King drew 
him close and kissed him twice over —a 
father’s kiss, no merely feudal greeting; 
and the boy kissed the father’s hand, and 
went his way. It was a momentary scene, 
but beyond words beautiful. 

The Duke of Connaught followed, vow- 
ing fealty to his nephew with a grandly 
quiet emphasis and bon gré; and then came 
the premier of each Order, a succession of 
historic names; and Homage was over. 

The clang of martial music rose and 
pealed at that moment in the vast vault, 
and the Abbey echoed, God Save King 
George — Long live King George — May 
the King live for ever. 

Then, so the Rubric directed, the Arch- 
bishop “left the King in his throne,” for 
he was now, at the Holy Table, to crown 
the Queen. This was done in 1902 by the 
Archbishop of York; but that arrangement 
was not traditional. It was sanctioned, so 
King Edward expressly wished it to be un- 
derstood, for that time only; Archbishop 
Temple’s age made it fitting that his just 
less aged brother, Archbishop Maclagan, 
should relieve him. To us of the North- 
ern Province it would have been welcome 
if the use were otherwise. But we were 
honoured in the person of our Primate 
by the committal to him of the sermon, 
and his admirable use of the opportunity. 


The Coronation of the Queen 


The King then was “left,” and his Sup- 
porters with him. He resumed the sceptres, 
and, in order to do this, gave his service- 
book into my hands. During the beautiful 
rite which now followed I took care to 
hold it well within the King’s sight, so 
that he might follow the words. When, 
later, His Majesty stood up to descend 
the steps for Communion it was my charge 
(carefully arranged for like many other 
things) to move the large footstool so as 
to leave him free. To do so I laid the 
open book down for a moment on the car- 
pet, and I believe that this occasioned a 
story that the Bishop dropt the King’s 
book! 

But there we now remained, while the 
Crowning of the Queen was performed. 
I do not describe this second Coronation, 
for it was impossible, across the throng 
around the Queen—supporters, train- 
bearers, sword-bearers (one of them was 
Lord Durham) —to see the details. The 
words of the rite are singularly fine, not 
least the last (due, I believe, to Tillotson, 
1689), praying for a full blessing on “the 
powerful and mild influence of her piety and 
virtue.” 

But what we could and did see was the 
beautiful procession of four Duchesses, ad- 
vancing to hold the staves of the canopy 
over Queen Mary at her anointing, and 
then that charming and arresting sight, 
the moment after the crowning, when the 
host of peeresses in the north transept, at 
a signal from a herald who stood where 
he could see both the Queen and them, all

as by one action raised their arms and 
set their coronets on their heads. 

The great group at the east end now 
formed itself into a procession, and the 
Queen, crowned and sceptred, supported 
by her Bishops, Oxford and Peterborough, 
and duly attended, passed in front of the 
King’s exalted seat to her own, only less 
exalted, on the dais. As in 1962, so now, 
the King rose in honour to his most queenly 
wife, while the Queen courtesied deep and 
gravely to the King. Her fair train-bearers 
did their reverence too, “as when wind 
sways the standing wheat,” as the Times 
correspondent, I think, beautifully pictured 
the action. Then she sate her down, and 
we saw them both in their full state, regal 
and gracious, with faces calm, strong, and 
manifestly conscious of the service of sov- 
ereignty. 

The anthem sounded out, O hearken 
Thou unto my calling, and King and Queen 
descended for their Communion. The of- 
fice, we remember, had been already begun, 
and was now to be taken up at the Prayer 
for the Church Militant. Before this, how- 
ever, the Royal Oblations were to be made. 
The. Elements were offered by the King 
—brought to him in Paten and Chalice, 
touched by him, carried to the Holy Table, 
and there laid with solemn prayer. Then 
a “frontal” by the King and a “dossal” by 
the Queen were offered. It was done in 
symbol, for the gifts were already in place 
at the Table, large and splendid pieces of 
work; to represent them, each Sovereign 
offered a much smaller piece of rich em- 
broidery. Each gave also a solid piece of 
gold, cased in a velvet bag. 

I should have said that before all these 
acts the crowns were solemnly removed by 
their wearers, and set each on its large 
cushion. The King’s was taken at first by 
Lord Carrington, but he soon, as Great 
Chamberlain, had to place the “oblations” 
of embroidery and gold in the King’s hand, 
and I stood ready, by arrangement, to hold 
cushion- and crown while he did so. It 
was not a trifling weight, so massive was 
the cushion. Strange to say, I suppose be- 
cause of the peculiar state of thought and 
feeling, I cannot recall a single detail now 
of the glories of that wonderful crown. 
But it is a moving thing to remember that 
for this short space I bore it at my Sov- 
ereign’s side in that holy place. On two 
other occasions in. the service, but I can- 
not ‘how distinctly remember when, I car- 
ried for a few minutes the sceptre of jus- 
tice. . 

After the Consecration Prayer the Arch- 
bishop, Dean, Archbishop of York, and 
Bishops of London, Winchester, Bath and 
Wells, and Oxford, being the prelates who 
had officiated (Peterborough and I had 
supported the Sovereigns, but not offi- 
ciated) received the holy elements, and 
then the King and Queen did so. The 
King, like his Father in 1902, received the 
Bread with deep reverence, together with 
old-fashioned simplicity. 

This done, the King and Queen returned, 
crowned, sceptred, and attended, to their 
thrones, there to kneel till the close of the 
office. 

Then arose the Te Deum, full and glori- 
ous, and the Sovereigns passed meanwhile, 
each solemnly attended, he by the south 
side of the Sanctuary, she by the north, 
into St. Edward’s Chapel behind the rere- 
dos, there to rest and to prepare for the 
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Recess. The Anthem reached its close, 
and then (it might have sounded incon- 
gruous and discordant, but it did not, in 
that majestic setting) there swelled through 
the Abbey again, again, and again, the 
mighty English triple cheer; it seemed like 
a resounding echo of the shouts of 1902. 

In due time the two Processions were 
formed, and the Queen’s set out first for 
its long march westward. Then the 
King’s; he was robed again in his long 
crimson. mantle, borne by his eight young 
pages, and carried the Sceptre in his right 
hand and the cross-crowned Orb in the left. 
Before him were the Sword-bearers and 
the three Bishops, with a great array be- 
sides; his Supporters walked again beside 
him; and so we moved once more all along 
that wonderful lane, over the glorious car- 
pet of solemn blue, conscious ef the innum- 
erable presence round, thousands of eager 
gazers intent On one man, who stepped be- 
tween us like one less aware of the near- 
ness of a multitude than of the Prince of 
the Kings of the earth. 


Why Attend a Conference?

God has so blessedly used conferences that 
have put major emphasis upon exposition 
of the Word, and upon encouraging Chris- 
tians in their own study of the Bible. 

Whenever Christians begin to study the 
Bible, there are glorious truths brought to 
light that have been neglected. One of 
these is the truth concerning the personal 
return of Christ. This blessed hope of 
the Church is too often the occasion of con- 
troversy and division which is anything but 
blessed. The summer conferences have re- 
called Christians to the New Testament 
emphasis upon this truth. Controversy 
and misunderstanding never prevented Paul 
from making clear the message of Christ’s 
coming. For the message of prophecy is 
a vital part of the Gospel. 

But the summer conference movement 
has not been a Bible teaching movement 
only. It has developed into one of the 
greatest evangelizing forces in the Church. 
Multitudes of young people find Christ as 
their Saviour at these conferences. Many 
who have not been reached by evangelistic 
campaigns, or who shy off from “revival 
meetings” have, in the pleasant and prayer- 
ful environment of the summer conferences, 
separated from the distractions of the 
world, found Christ as their Saviour. 

Perhaps an even more outstanding mark 
of the summer Bible conference movement 
is its application of Bible truths to daily 
Christian living. All over the world Chris- 
tians are familiar with the great Keswick 
Convention in England, where thousands of 
Christians gather, to consider specially “the 
deepening of the spiritual life.” America’s 
Keswick, and Canadian Keswick, and many 
other “Keswicks” have helped to carry the 
message all over the world. But most of 
the interdenominational Bible conferences 
are really Bible and Christian life confer- 
ences. Many defeated Christians point to 
summer conferences as the place where 
they entered into a new knowledge of the 
Lord. 

It is inevitable, if Christians gather to- 
gether from various denominations, and 
give attention to the study of God’s Word, 
applying that Word to their lives, and 
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looking for the blessed hope of Christ's 
coming, that they will be stirred up te 
personal work and soul winning. It is 
inevitable also that there will be a practical 
passion to carry out the Lord’s Great Com- 
mission to preach the Gospel in the utter- 
most parts of the earth, From one single 
conference center alone, America’s Kes- 
wick, hundreds of young people every year 
offer themselves to go as foreign mission- 
aries. It is possible that no other single 
method today is stirring up such mission- 
ary zeal and sending so many young people 
to the field as the summer conferences. 

It was the Sialkot Convention in India 
that started a great revival in that land 
some years ago, and this convention be- 


.came the inspiration for conferences m 


America. The mission field has always 
been linked with the conferences. 

Such a great, and growing, and powerful 
spiritual movement is bound to be attacked 
by the enemy. There are sure to be dan- 
gers connected with it. All the wise 
leaders of these conferences are eager in 
their insistence that the young people and 
others who get great blessings should go 
back to their own churches and com- 
munities and witness for Christ. There is 
the danger that in the fascinating fellow- 
ship and blessing of a conference, the home 
church life may seem cold and unattrac- 
tive; there may develop the spirit of “free- 
lancism,” and a spirit of criticism toward 
the weaknesses in the Church. However, 
the great intent of the conference move- 
ment is that Christians should go back to 
such churches and such communities, and 
be the center of the gracious extension of 
Christ’s message to others. This is hap- 
pening in increasing measure. In one city 
and town after another there are groups 
of Christians on fire for the Lord, and 
supporting in every way the spiritual work 
in their own churches. 

God will: continue to bless in a mighty 
way this conference movement, as it con- 
tinues to hold to its true platform, resting 
on the Bible as the infallible Word of 
God, with a great passion for souls, look- 
ing for the blessed hope of Christ’s coming, 
and with a missionary passion to take 
Christ to the uttermost parts of the world. 

Would you not like to plan to attend 
a conference this summer? And plan to 
take an unsaved friend, or a friend who is 
a defeated or discouraged Christian? In 
the majority. of cases such friends are 
richly blessed, beyond their expectation, and 
this is true especially when they go sup- 
ported by prayer. Perhaps your church or 
your young people’s society, or your Sun- 
day school, can send some young people 
as delegates to a conference. But be sure 
to choose a spiritual conference. It is a 
deadly mistake to suppose that we can 
teach young people by giving them a 
diluted form of the Gospel, which is not 
the Gospel. 

The glory of the summer conference 
movement is that+the Lord is there. We 
shculd not go primarily to hear cur favorite 
speaker, or to mect old and new Christian 
friends (though this is a blessed part of 
summer conferences), but we should go to 


meet and have fellowship with the Lord, . 


who so often through the year is eager 
to get our attention and to have us sit and 
hear his voice, and who now has an oppor- 
tunity as we draw aside to rest a while 
with him.

Treasures Found at Camp 
by a Group of Boys 
By Paul M. Cell 


T A large Bible conference in 1934 Dr. 

Louis T. Patmont, paleontologist, 
preacher, and author of books dealing first- 
hand with Russia and Communism, ‘said 
that there were then more than three thou- 
sand Communist camps operating all sum- 
mer for young people in the United States. 
Here young people are taught atheism. 
Is this another instance where it can be 
said that “the children of this world are 

. wiser than the children of light”? It 
is a challenge to every Christian, every pas- 
tor, and every church. 

Happily, boys’ Christian camps are mul- 
tiplying, and my experience with them each 
summer since 1926 leaves me with an un- 
shaken conviction that they are of inestima- 
ble value, particularly in spiritual results. 

In the camp that I have directed the 
past three years for the Odosagih Bible 
Conference Association in their beautiful 
and quiet eighteen-acre grove along delight- 
ful Lime Lake at Machias, N. Y., we 
emphasize three things: Bible study (the 
spiritual), recreation (the physical), and 
self-government (the social). © Discipline 
thus received is invaluable in character 
building. To learn to be a “good sport” 
(lose “standing up” as the boys say), to 
mingle agreeably with a large number of 
boys, to submit willingly to leadership, and 
not least, to meet Christ in a definite, per- 
sonal way in an atmosphere filled with 
spiritual power, — these are of such value 
that they cannot be reckoned this side of 
eternity. 

Imagine the joy a leader experiences 
when, say at midnight, or in the early 
morning, a fine chap raps on his door to 
say that he cannot sleep, that he must know 
Christ as Saviour! Would the leader help 
him? 

Also consider the joy of seeing boys and 
young men receiving Christ as Saviour 
at the very first evening service, and of 
knowing, before camp closes, that not one 
boy has failed to confess publicly the Lord 
Jesus Christ as Saviour. This is what we 
have witnessed almost every year. 

We devote at least one service, usually 





Sunday morning, to leading the boys to 
a definite surrender and dedication of. life 
to the service of Christ. How wonderfully, 
quietly, and individually we have seen the 
Holy Spirit work in these services! 

Each evening we have a Gospel service 
where boys are given an opportunity to 
testify for Christ. .They are also encour- 
aged to use every talent for Christ, and 
in this connection have a fine orchestra, a 
boys’ quartet, and other musical features: 

The camp’ program includes baseball; 
bathing, volley ball, tennis, hikes, and other 
sports, under a competent recreational 
leader. The major emphasis, however, is 
upon Bible study, and the spiritual life. 
Does this mar camp life for the boys? 
By no means. At the close of an examina- 
tion in Bible study in 1935 the boys were 
asked to “state the greatest blessings you 
have received from this camp.” Here are 
a few of the answers: 


“I have learned how to pray.” 


“.. . when I gave my life to the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 


“Dedicating my life to Christ.” 

“The prayer meetings, held after the eve- 
ning meeting.” (Each group meets with 
its councilor for prayer before retiring.)

T IS now some ten years since first I 

caught a vision of the spirituai possibil- 
ities of a Christian camp for boys. At that 
time, although I knew of many fine boys’ 
camps, none of them were doing a real 
seul-saving work. It was this thought that 
God gave me as a challenge to undertake 
a pioneer work, seeking to give boys all 
the advantages of healthful camp life, plus, 
—the greatest privilege of all—an oppor- 
tunity to study God’s Word and learn to 
know the Lord Jesus Christ. 

When one realizes that the average Sun- 
day school scholar receives only about fii- 
teen hours of Christian education per year 


‘ (based on twenty minutes of actual: teach- 


ing in each lesson period, and counting out 
the summer vacation months) the oppor- 
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tunity for Christian training afforded at 
camp may be the better appreciated. Here, 
the boys may receive consecutive and con- 
structive teaching from morning to morn- 
ing through the entire week. Thus, even 
with a minimum of twenty minutes of Bible 
study in the daily half-hour chapel period, 
a boy will have received more actual in- 
struction in his season at camp than he 
will receive in Sunday school all the rest 
of the year. 

Then, too, the evening camp fire, in the 
flickering light of a pile of blazing logs, 
under the starry dome of heaven, with the 
pointed spires of the surrounding balsams 
and spruces silhouetted against the sky, — 
this is a boy’s cathedral — and God’s! 

Here, in the informal circle of the coun- 
cil ring, as “buddies” who understand one 
another thoroughly are seated on a great 
log, watching the leaping flames together, 
—here rebellious hearts are softened. Here, 
when the message from God’s Word is 
given in simple, manly style, a boy’s heart 
leaps in response. 

Does he not know this leader, who is 
speaking, to be a loyal friend, always think- 
ing of his welfare? Has he not come to 
see also that, though an earnest Christian, 
he is no “sissy,” but a red-blooded, brave- 
hearted he-man? Has he not seen his 
prowess in the water, on the athletic field, 
and on the hike? Yes, this man has come 
to fill the place in his heart demanded by 
his natural tendency to hero worship. 

How satisfying to a boy, then, to linger 
behind, as the camp fire ends, for a con- 
fidential word with this trusted leader, 
and to open his very soul to this proved 
friend! Yes, and how easy, then, to turn 
the thoughts of this boy to a great Leader, 
who “came not to be ministered unto, but 
to minister, and to give his life a ransom 
for many.” 

And then, next day, the thrill of openly 
acknowledging this wonderful new Leader 
and Saviour before his comrades, and re- 
ceiving a friendly handclasp, and a husky, 
sincere “God bless you!” from others who 
understand, and rejoice with him! * 

Praise God for such a ministry, which 
sends a lad back home, strengthened in 
spirit, soul, and body!

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin, D.D.

Approach to the Lesson * 


ORE fascinating than any story of 
M “the making of an American” is 

the Bible account of the remaking of 
Jacob. The supplanter was transformed 
into the prince. It is well that that change 
depended on God, and not on Jacob. For 
the salvation of the world was dependent 
on what God was doing with Jacob, though 
Jacob “knew it not.” Look for a moment 
at that lonely man fleeing from the wrath 
of his brother Esau, sleeping on a stone 
at Bethel. Then consider that this man 
was the one human link that God had with 
the lost world which he planned to save. 
We may look at the Christian Church and 
the missionary enterprise today, and -real- 
ize that it has all come from that lone 
man. What God did with Jacob was in- 
deed a stupendous miracle. Yet the same 
stupendous miracle is needed for the trans- 
formation of each individual. At Peniel 
Jacob would not let the angel go until he 
had blessed him. Let us follow his example 
and not let this lesson go without enter- 
ing into the blessing of Bethel and of 
Peniel. 


The Historical Setting 

Jacob was seventy-seven years old when 
he left Beer-sheba to go to Haran. But 
he had the vigor of young manhood, with 
seventy more years of life (Gen. 47.28). 


% % % % 


He stayed in Haran twenty years (Gen. 
31:41). We may put the date of Jacob’s 
departure from home, and the vision at 
Bethel at 1757 B. C., and the date of his 
return at 1739 B. C. 


Verse by Verse 

Genesis 28: 17.—And he was afraid, and 
said, How dreadful is this place! Jacob 
was overcome with reverence and awe, 
with the godly fear that comes to all when 
in the presence of God (Dan. 9:4; 10:8; 
Rev. 1:17). The house of God, and... 
the gate of heaven. The first occurrence 
of the expression, “the house of God.” 


Verse 18.—Took the stone ... set it up 
for a pillar, and poured oil upon the top 
of it. This was a sacred ceremony of 
anointing the pillar as a symbol of his 
worship of God; and we may see in it a 
rude beginning of the magnificent “house 
of God” fater built by Solomon (Lev. 8: 
10-12; Num. 7:1, 2; 2 Chron. 7: 1-5). 


Verse 19.—The name of that place 
Bethel. “House of God.” About sixty 
miles from Beer-sheba, eleven miles north 
of Jerusalem. 


Verse 20.—If God will be with me, and 
will keep me. It would be a great mis- 
take to consider this a selfish bargain that 
Jacob was driving with God. The “if” has 
the sense of “since,” and not indicating a 
doubt, or stating conditions for his trust 
in God. His solemn vow must be con- 
sidered in the light of the overwhelming 
impression made upon him by God’s revela- 
tion (cf. Gen. 31:13; 48:3, 4). 


Verse 21.—Then shall the Lord be my 
God. Jacob’s dedication to God (Deut. 
26:17). 

Verse 22.—This stone ... shall be God’s 
house. The place of God’s presence, where 
he appeared to Jacob (cf. 35:7, 14, 15). 
I will surely give the tenth unto thee. 
Another practical expression of true piety, 
honoring God with the firstfruits of the in- 
crease, and not a mean bargaining - with 
God. See Lesson Questions. 


Genesis 32: 24.—There wrestled a man 
with him until the breaking of the day. 
This was actual physical wrestling (cf. 
v. 25). The man is recognized by Jacob 
as the living God (v. 30). It was the 
“angel of Jehovah,” the Lord Jesus appear- 
ing in the form of man (Hos. 12:4, 5; 
Mal. 3:1). It was not, of course, an ordi- 
nary “wrestling,” but a great spiritual con- 
flict, as indicated in verse 26, 


Verse 27.—What is thy name? And he 
said, Jacob. The question was not to get 
information, but to bring a testimony from 
Jacob that he was what his name indicated, 
a supplanter working in the energy of his 
own strength, 


Verse 28.—No more Jacob, but Israel. 
A “prince with God.” This is blessing in- 
deed. As a prince hast thou power with 
God and with men, and hast prevailed. 
Now he can face Esau and prevail with 
him! 


Verse 29.—Teli me,I pray thee, thy name. 
The name is the character, the revelation 
of God. Wherefore is it that thou dost ask 
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after my name? Jacob already knew that 
mighty name (cf. Judges 13: 18). 

Verse 30.—Called the name of the place 
Peniel. Meaning “the face of God.” 
Peniel, or Penuel (v. 31), was near the 
brook Jabbok, which flowed into the Jor- 
dan about twenty-five miles north of the 
Dead Sea. I have seen God face to face, 
and my life is preserved. This refers to 
the belief that no man can see God and 
live (cf. Judges 13:22; Exod. 33:20). 
But there is a deeper meaning, for Jacob’s 
life was indeed preserved in a rich, new 
sense. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


As the making of the nation of Israel 
was a miracle of grace, so was the making 
of the man Jacob a miracle of amazing 
grace. Jacob was a believer in God be- 
fore he went to Bethel; he put a high 
value on the birthright and the blessing. 
But he was a scheming believer, walking 
in his own energy. He needed to be broken 
before God, and changed into a man walk- 
ing after the Spirit. He heard God’s voice 
at Bethel. He saw God’s face at Peniel. 
For twenty years he had followed his own 
plan of trickery and scheming, along with 
his admirable qualities of hard work and 
affection for his loved ones, and faith in 
God. He was coming back to the prom- 
ised land, but he faced the wrath of Esau, 
approaching with four hundred men. The 
day of vengeance has come, and Jacob is 
afraid that all may be lost. But Jacob’s 
real problem was not Esau, but Jacob. 
Only one thing will solve that problem. 
He must meet God. The hollow of his 
thigh must be touched. He must utterly 
yield to God. When he does, God cares 
for the enemy. He changes Esau’s wrath 
into brotherly affection. But how great 
the. change in Jacob! He bows before 
Esau, and calls him Lord, giving up the 
stolen birthright. He offers Esau rich gifts. 
In place of a stolen blessing, Jacob now 
has the real blessing of God. Have we 
met God? The pathway of victory and 
blessing is. still the same,— complete sur- 
render of the life, and faith in our con- 
quering Lord.

guided Jacob, blessed him with earthly 
goods, and by his grace transformed him 
from a life of self to a life of walking 
after the Spirit. 2. Jacob’s place in God’s 
Through Jacob God 
was building the twelve tribes. This 
needed more than making him the father 
of twelve sons. The remaking of Jacob 
was needed for the making of the nation 
of Israel. 3. His place as @ type. As Is- 
rael, Jacob is a type of the Lord Jesus, 
the true Israel, who had power with God 
and man and prevailed. Jacob’s wrestling 
is a picture of the great spiritual truth of 
seeking, and yielding, and trusting for vic- 
tory. 


Jacob’s Character. There are two great 
and common errors made in studying the 
Old Testament saints. One is to exag- 
gerate their spiritual attainments; the other 
is to minimize them. Jacob had manifest 
shortcomings, and was on a low level con- 
pared with the spiritual standards and in- 
sights of a leader like Paul. But Jacob 
had faith in God, and zeal for the covenant ; 
he heard God’s voice, and he saw God face 
to face. See Heart of the Lesson, and Les- 
son Questions. 


Jacob’s Polygamy. God permitted Jacob 
to marry four wives, and he overruled this 
for his own purposes. This does not mean 
that it was God’s will. God must deal 
with men as they are, and where they 
are. “From the beginning it was not so” 
(Matt. 19:8). 


Practical and Personal Applications 


What is your name? Suppose each of 
us had a name like Jacob, describing our 
character and our relation to God. God's 
great purpose is to change every Jacob into 
an Israel. 

Have we surrendered completely to 
Christ? Surrender means giving up not 
this or that thing, but giving up self to 
Christ’s control. Have we done it? 


Are we trusting the Lord to meet every 
need? Jacob’s God is our God. 

Do we need to get back to Bethel? After 
Jacob met God at Bethel, he was disobedi- 
ent to the heavenly vision (Gen. 35: 9-15). 
We get back through surrender and faith. 

Let us walk by faith, and be most dili- 
gent workers. Jacob was a hard worker, 
but before he learned the secret of walk-

ing in the Spirit, much of his work was in 
the energy of the flesh. When we live by 
grace through the power of God, this will 
make us untiring workers. 


Are we giving a tenth of all that God 
gives to us? The tithe should be the mini- 
mum of what we give (not pay) to the 
Lord, giving it not under the sanction: of 
the law of Moses, but under the far higher 
sanction of the law of Christ, under grace.

The Way Up.—Jaccbh vowed a vow, say- 
ing, If God will be with me...I will 
surely give the tenth (Gen. 28:20, 22). 
In addition to being one of the world’s 
greatest lovers, and the most expert of 
stock men, Jacob had other distinguishing 
characteristics. The most striking of these 
is his superlative smartness in ordering 
the affairs. of his life by deciding to take 
God into partnership and giving him a 
share of the profits. 

None of us has ever been required to 
serve fourteen years for a girl we loved, 
nor have we had to do any of the other 
things that prospered Jacob. But we can 
all of us take a leaf out of the Jacob biog- 
raphy and adopt the famous key by which 
he seems to have unlocked the granaries 
of Heaven —to keep our metaphors on the 
farm! 

“If God will be with me, I’ll hand him a 
share of all I get.” 

And it may be added in this connection: 
if you do not get in the right relation to 
God so he can “be with you,” the chances 
are against your coming down the caravan 
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road with the cattle mooing and the sheep 
baaing and your name changed to Israel, 
a prince of God. (Gen. 32: 28; 1 John 3: 2). 
And with “Brother Esau” running out to 
meet you with the generous gesture which 
cries, “Welcome back to the old home.” 
Here is what the old Book says, “When a 
man takes God to be with him, God makes 
all his Esaus to be at peace with him” 
(Prov. 16:7, Coatesville translation). 

Some years ago I had some important 
business with a Federal office. When I 
presented my card for the High Official, 
the information girl said short and snappy 
like, “He’s busy!” 

“Well, my dear girl, it is not for you to 
tell me that, but take in my card and let 
him know I am here.” 

She did so, and came back with a “you 
must belong” smile, and said, “Go right in.” 

The High Official came across the room 
to meet me with outstretched hands, say- 
ing, “Why, Mr. Ridgway, to what do I 
owe the honor of this visit?” 

He turned out to be a regular reader of 
this Corner, and his sister-in-law, who 
made her home with him, was one of the 
girls in the Times office, who had to do 
with my manuscript. He said, “I am a 
United Presbyterian and a tither. Now 
you know me, and this department is at 
your service.” 

The Mr. High Official with his ten per 
cent for the Lord has gone up higher polit- 
ically and is now a Mr. Higher Official! 
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“He’s a Prince!”—Thy name shall be 
called no more Jacob, but Israel [which 
means a Prince of God] (32:28). A cer- 
tain Christian gentleman was under discus- 
sion. “He’s a Prince!” cried one of the 
group with conviction and emphasis. And 
then a still small voice down under my 
vest asked, “Why should not every Chris- 
tian man be a gentleman and of such sort 
that when his name is mentioned folks will 
enthusiastically cry, “He’s a Prince!” 

Indeed, do we not, on the authority of 
Scripture, sometimes sing, “I’m a child of 
a King, Halleluiah, I’m a child of a 
King !” 

Since we Christians are born (again) 
princes and princesses, why not let friends 
and neighbors, and all whom we meet, say 
as we go by, “There goes a prince!”’ Here 
is Ruskin’s account of the training of a 
Persian prince. 

“When the boy is seven years old he has 
to go and learn all about horses. 
When he is fourteen, ‘they give him the 
masters whom they call Kingly Child- 
Guiders. These are four of the best men 
of Persia. To wit: the most wise man 
they can find, the most just, the most tem- 
perate, and the most brave. 

“The first, the wisest, teaches the prince 
his religion, also the duties that belong to a 
King. 

“The second, the justest, teaches him to 
speak the truth all his life through. 

“The third, the most temperate, teaches

“The fourth, the bravest, teaches him to 
be dreadless of all things, knowing that 
whenever he fears he is a slave.” 

This old Persian way is fine as far as 
it goes, but the Christian way is better. 
God himself and the Lord Jesus through 
the Holy Spirit teach a man to “do justly, 
and to love mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God” (Mic. 6:8); and this: “Add to 
your faith virtue; and to virtue knowledge ; 
and to knowledge temperance; and to tem- 
perance patience; and to patience godli- 
ness; and to godliness brotherly kindness ; 
and to brotherly kindness charity (2 Pet. 
1: 5-7). 

So, young fellow, if you want to have 
those who know you say, when you 
appear, “He’s a prince,” just mix the Per- 
sian and the, Hebrew and you are likely 
to change from Jacob to Israel, the Prince 
of God. 


A West Virginia Lesson.—Whercfore 
is it thou dost ask after my name? And 
he blessed him there (v. 29). Jacob got a 
turndown and a blessing at the same time. 
Nor is Jacob the last man who received 
a blessing with a refusal. 

If you have your heart set upon some 
certain thing, and find you do not get that 
for which “you'had your mouth set,” be- 
fore you voice the disappointment or go 
to the weeping post, just get busy and look 
around for the blessing that may accom- 
pany the refusal. 

That is to say, when some door is slam- 
med in your face, instead of getting mad 
and saying things, just laugh and say to 
yourself, “I wonder where and what the 
blessing is.” 

This is what the writer of this Corner 
does, and he learned the lesson years ago 
down in West Virginia. I had been in 
Wheeling introducing our Balanced Steam 
Hydraulic Cranes into the iron mills there. 
I had an engagement for the next day 
with a girl in Pittsburgh at a picnic —or 
something. 

I wanted to be there the worst kind, but 
alas, I arrived at the station only in time 
to find the gate closed and the train pull- 
ing away. If I had been a girl I think 
I would have sat down and enjoyed a good 
old disappointment cry. 

There was nothing to do but go back 
to the gloomy old smoke-stained hotel and 
wait until the morrow. This hotel, by the 
way, was managed by a man named Stat- 
ler, who later taught.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: Jacob Made Over. 


Discussion: As we look upon the youth 
of our land today, is there any “making 
over” desirable? And in what respect? 


Objective: “And be not conformed to this 
world: but be ye transformed by the re- 
newing of your mind” (Rom. 12: 2). 


AY, fellows, the title of this lesson 

being “The Remaking of Jacob” re- 
minds us of some other great servants of 
God who had to be “remade” before they 
entered into the real life God had planned 
for them. God had Moses in seclusion for 
forty years to get him in shape for his 
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high task; he humiliated Gideon by reduc- 
ing his army from 32,000 to 300, thus re- 
ducing Gideon to the point of dependence 
upon God which made that valiant young 
man usable; he struck David down to the 
level of a ewe-lamb-robber, before David 
could write the Fifty-first Psalm from the 
depths of a contrite heart; he planted Jonah 
in the belly of a whale for three days and 
nights, before Jonah was fit to carry God’s 
message to Nineveh; he sent poor Peter 
out, after craven denial of his Lord, to 
weep bitter tears, before Peter could preach 
the great sermon of Pentecost; and he 
struck down with blindness on the Syrian 
plain proud Saul of Tarsus, before he could 
become Paul the humble and effective apos- 
tle. 

Now here comes Jacob, the self-seeker 
and supplanter, the fellow who would take 
advantage of his blood brother’s weakness 
o “gyp” him of his birthright; this young 
man who deliberately lied and deceived his 
old blind father in order to secure his bless- 
ing. Something drastic had to be done for 
Jacob to make him over and set him up 
as one of the mountain peaks in the Royal 
line of the kings from which the “Lion of 
Judah” would spring. 

God chose to put Jacob in flight for his 
very life, and to bring him in the night 
to a lonesome spot in the wilderness where 
he could see in the light of the glory of 
Heaven how little he was, and how de- 
pendent upon God. And it revolutionized 
Jacob’s whole attitude toward God, toward 
himself, and toward the world. “Surely,” 
said Jacob, “the Lord is in this place; and 
I knew it not.” And he was afraid and 
said, “How dreadful is this place! this is 
none other but the house of God, and this 
is the gate of heaven.” 

Then Jacob did a significant thing. He 
set up a stone and called it Bethel; and he 
pledged one-tenth of his income to the Lord 
from that time forth. It was doubtless the 
first time in Jacob’s life that he had ever 
had a thought of owing God anything. It 
had been roo per cent Jacob before that; 
now it was 10 per cent God and 90 per 
cent Jacob! It looks small, but it was the 
beginning of a real transformation. And, 
young fellow, if you want to put on the 
acid test, you start tithing and keep it up; 
it will lead you into a new vision of God 
and real partnership with Jesus Christ!

He had 
no better self. All Jacob had was what 
the name implied. Jacob was a cheat, and 
his name which means “supplanter” is typi- 
cal of each one of us. We may not cheat 
at exams and we may not cheat in giving 
change in money, but we each cheat God. 
We need new names and. new natures. 
And amazingly enough even when one has 
been given the name of saint, that one still 
sins; but saved sinners may have the power 
of victory in their lives if they will confess 
each sin and keep a clean record with God. 
Any known sin left unforgiven and held to 
the heart is sure to make one a defeated 
Christian, and a coward. To live victori- 
ously a born-again Christian must count 
his old self to be dead, and count upon the 
newness of life and the new power in mani- 
festing life as given by and coming from 
Christ, who is Life.

a power beyond ourselves. Did you ever 
watch your brother wrestle with the neigh- 
bor boy? First one boy is on top then the 
other. The boy on top keeps demanding: 
“Say it!” And finally the boy underneath 
says: “Down.” 

In the case of Jacob, the angel’s demand 
was: “What is thy name?” 

Poor cheating Jacob hated to confess: 
“IT am a cheat.” 

Jacob had cheated his father and his 
brother twice and had been compelled to 
run away from their presence. The cheater 
always runs away. 

Finally Jacob felt the urge to return to 
the estate which had been given to him, 
but he was afraid. He lined up his great 
company of servants and flocks and herds, 
and put one division in advance and one 
after the family so he would be protected. 
Then he sought protection for himself by 
sending gifts to his brother, each gift more 
valuable than the last and with each the 
servant was to say: “They be thy serv- 
ant Jacob’s; it is a present sent unto my 
lord Esau: and, behold, also he is behind 
us.” But no surrounding company and no 
number of gifts could ease his conscience. 
Finally, when there was no human resource, 
an angel of the Lord came,—even as the 
Lord Christ comes to us. 

The blessing which the angel gave to 
Jacob was forgiveness. His brother kissed 
him instead of killing him. 

God forgives us on the ground of the 
shed blood of his Son, not on the ground 
of our worthiness or our better self strug- 
gling for supremacy. 

Whosoever will may come to Christ and 
take his forgiveness and cleansing, and 
cease to be a coward. Believers should 
really believe and not compromise with sin 
and be half the time doubting God, half the 
time downed by Satan, and half the time 
lifted up by Christ. Romans 8 assures us 
that we may leave the struggles of the 
half-and-half life and come into the joy of 
Christ living in us. Christ never compro- 
mises. Do you? If you do, you are a 
“cheat”!' God gave all his love &nd life 
for you, and he forgives all your sins.

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of repentance yielded himself to God, and 
obtained a blessing from God through his 
surrender and faith. 

3. Jacob from his childhood doubtless had 
had faith in God; he was taught by his mother 
the meaning of the birthright and the bless- 
ing. He was seventy-seven years old when 
he had the promise from God at Bethel. But 
though he was saved, he was walking in the 
energy of the flesh and his experience at 
Peniel meant a spiritual crisis when he sur- 
rendered his life to the control of God and 
entered into a new understanding of what it 
meant to walk by faith. 


4. Evidently Jacob had not heard that his 
brother’s anger had abated, and when he found 
that Esau was coming with four hundred men, 
without any appearance of friendship, he 
feared for his life. But God had told him to 
return to Canaan, and this brought the spirit- 
ual conflict, when he learned what it meant 
to trust God for the promised blessing to his 
family and to the world. 

s. Many Christians are walking in the en- 
ergy of their own self-effort, just as Jaco 
did, and they need to surrender completely 
and trust Christ for the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit.

OU all remember. Jacob, one of the 

twins in last Sunday’s lesson, how he 
got his brother’s birthright away from him, 
and stole his blessing. After that he had 
to go away, because Esau was going to 
kill him. He had been selfish and tricky. 
Even his name, Jacob, means “supplanter,” 
one who takes another’s place away from 
him. 

One night Jacob lay down to sleep, while 
he was on his journey, and used a stone 
for a pillow. And he had a vision. He 
saw a ladder reaching up to heaven and 
angels going up and down on it. God spoke 
to him there, and told him he would keep 
the promise he had made to his father, 
Isaac, and his grandfather, Abraham. 

Jacob knew God was speaking, and he 
set up the stone that was his pillow, and 
promised if God would care for and pros- 
per him, he would build an altar there and 
worship him.

N OLD Jewish story, not found in 

the inspired Scriptures, but neverthe- 
less illustrating a Scriptural truth, tells 
of Abraham sitting in his tent door, ac- 
cording to his custom, waiting to enter- 
tain strangers. Before long, he espied an 
old man, bent and weary with age and 
travel, and leaning heavily upon his staff, 
coming toward him. He received the old 
man kindly, washed his feet, provided a 
meal, and called him to sit down. 

However, observing that the old man 
did not pray or ask a blessing on his meal, 
Abraham asked him if he did not worship 
the God of Heaven. The old man told 
him that he worshiped the fire gnly, and 
acknowledged no other god. At this an- 
swer Abraham grew so zealously angry 
that he thrust the old man out of his tent, 
exposing him to all the evils of the night 
and an unguarded condition. 

When the old man was gone, God called 
to Abraham and asked him where: the 
stranger was. He replied, “I thrust him 
away because he did not worship thee.” 

God answered, “I have suffered him 
these hundred years, though he dishonored 
me. Couldst not thou endure him for one 
night, when he gave thee no trouble?” 

Upon this, says the story, Abraham 
went out and found the old man and 
brought him back and gave him hospitable 
entertainment and wise instruction. 


The practice of compelling a man to go 
a mile, to which reference is made in our 
Scripture verses for this week’s topic, was 
a custom with which the Jews were oniy 
too familiar, and which they cordially 
hated. It was employed by both the 
Greeks and Romans, who pressed into 
messenger service both men and beasts, 
particularly among the nations. which they 
had conquered. Without warning a Jew 
could be compelled to go on a journey 
by a Roman officer, if the occasion de- 
manded,. or could be compelled to act as 
a guide. For this service he usually re- 
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ceived no compensation whatever. Like- 
wise, if he had donkeys or camels, they 
could be requisitioned for government busi- 
ness, 

se 

But the Lord Jesus was concerned on 
the occasion when he spoke these words 
not so much with the rule of going an 
extra mile for every one demanded, but 
with the great principle of which this was 
a vivid illustration. And notice that he 
lifts the principle far above any mere idea 
of non-resistance or non-retaliation. Just 
as in verses 43 and 44 the response to 
hatred is to be not merely a disposition 
to wish -no ill, but a positive love for our 
enemies, so here he calls upon us to do an 
actual service for those who have wronged 
us. 

As in last week’s topic, however, which 
dealt with turning the other cheek when 
one had been smitten, there is sothing in 
the principles that the Lord Jesus gave 
in the verses chosen for this week’s topic 
that would interfere with law and order 
and the execution of justice through es- 
tablished channels. Gunmen, thieves, and 
lawbreakers must be restrained, whether 
they are individuals or groups or nations. 
The quoting of this principle as a flat, 
binding rule for all men or for all cir- 
cumstances is applying it in a manner 
never intended. 

On the other hand the force of this 
principle is not to be weakened by claim- 
ing that it is too idealistic, or that it is 
intended for some dispensation other than 
the one in which we live. The Lord 
Jesus demonstrated this principle in his 
own life, and he taught it to his own dis- 
ciples, who had to live in a world in which 
there were very many of the same trials 
and difficulties as the one in which we 
live today. 

It cannot be dismissed as impractical, 
for it has so seldom been put into prac- 
tice. The natural inclination is to think 
that anyone would be the loser who would 
be foolish enough to apply this principle 
in everyday living. But many of God’s 
ways are foolishness to natural man. Are 
you willing to try it in your home, or in 
your place of employment for a week? 
Only the Lord Jesus Christ can give you 
the grace to have this heart attitude and 
live out this principle. But he can and 
will do it, if you will let him.

Benjamin's Reward 
Founded on fact

T WAS Sunday morning in a south In- 

dian village, and Benjamin, one of the 
Christian school boys, appeared with a very 
old bicycle on his shoulder. 

“Say, my boy, are you bringing that 
along for the collection?” asked his teacher. 

“Please, sir, it’s my cousin’s bike, and 
I want a little wind for it. I took it to 
Pollapetti to have a bad puncture mended, 
but the shop had no pump, so I’ve had to 
carry it here all the way.” 

“Truly, Benjamin, you always seem to 
be helping some one or other. Come along 
to the service now; that will give you a 
bit of rest.” 

The boy’s face lighted up with genuine 
pleasure, for he was a good boy, and 
never missed coming to the little straw- 
thatched church. 

Later, he started back to his home vil- 
lage still carrying the wheel, as there were 
several miles of sandy, thorn-strewn jungle 





* paths ahead. 


Benjamin (or Mohun as he had been 
called before) had been about the worst 
boy in his village, and almost the despair 
of his widowed mother. 

Indeed, the worry he caused her made 
her fall sick, and finally she was taken to 
the nearest hospital where she was kept 
for several weeks. 

It was there she found the Lord Jesus as 
her Saviour and Friend. Her son, now left 
with no one to get him out of his troubles 
with the neighbors, had a bad time. How- 
ever, it really made him think a little, and 
he began to listen to his mother’s pleading. 

Bit by bit Mohun took in what Christ 
had done for him, and he decided to fol- 
low him. Some months later he and his 
mother were baptized, she taking the name 
of Rachel, and her son the name of Bea- 
jamin. 

As it was impossible for Benjamin to 
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continue as a full-time pupil at the school; 
he could only manage to attend the evening 
class which was held by the teacher in the 
next village. That meant a weary trudge 
of several miles, but nothing daunted Ben- 
jamin, even after a hard day’s work in the 
fields. He tried to gather a few of the 
village children together and teach them 
some of the Christian hymns he loved. to 
sing, but he was angrily abused by their 
parents. 

“Oh, for a chance to show people how 
much God has changed my heart,” Ben- 
jamin often prayed. He tried to be kind, 
and do his best to help every one he could, 
for his Saviour’s sake. 

One evening when he was with the 
teacher a poorly dressed man was carried 
in on a charpoy (“string bed”). He had 
been found lying helpless on the roadside. 
The man was a stranger who had been 
seen going about the neighborhood, and 
evidently had been knocked down by a 
passing auto. There he had lain uncon- 
scious, and but for the kindness of these 
men he might have perished. 

The Christian teacher was very good 
in taking care of simple injuries and sick- 
nesses, but when he saw this patient’s con- 
dition he wanted him taken at once to the 
nearest hospital. But the men had already 
disappeared leaving their burden to be 
cared for by “the Jesus Church.” 

“Well, Benjamin, you must help me,” 
and after dismissing all the other boys the 
two set to work to try and save the old 
man’s life. It was indeed a case where 
only God’s power in answer to prayer could 
prevail, but Benjamin had a very simple 
but real faith, and he and the teacher were 
one in all their efforts. There was no 
place to take him but into the small 
thatch-roofed church. 

A few nights afterward a terrible fire 
broke out in that village. It happened 
that Benjamin was staying overnight with 
the teacher who was sick himself. The 
wind soon carried the sparks over from the 
burning huts to the church roof, and it be- 
came a raging furnace. Without thinking of 
his own safety Benjamin immediately res- 
cued his teacher and then dashed into the 
blazing place to save the old man. This 
proved a task almost beyond his strength. 
Still, with the rather tardy help of others, he 
managed to drag him to safety. 

A large part of the village was burned, 
and the people were so angry with the lit- 
tle group of Christians that they declared 
the church and teacher must go. Noth- 
ing would persuade them to allow this 
“evil teaching” to cause further disaster. 
Benjamin was very sad. “Surely God 
will find some way of preventing the enemy 
from boasting over us and stopping all 
the good work,” he said; but things looked 
very hopeless. 

The old man who was now getting bet- 
ter was most grateful to the boy for saving 
his life, and when Benjamin and the 
teacher told him of their trouble he said, 
“Until now I have never told you who I 
am,” and he mentioned a name which was 
one very well known throughout the dis- 
trict. 

“If the people refuse to let you stay be- 
cause of what this boy has done for me, I 
have power and will increase their taxes, 
as I largely own all this land. I tike to 
travel disguised on foot, so as to understand 
things as they really are with the people. 
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Call a meeting of the people and tell them 
that this good teacher and his words must 
be honored.” 

So it was that Benjamin had the joy of 
seeing the little church enlarged, and sub- 
stantially rebuilt, as his reward for his un- 
selfish Christian heroism.

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commencement. He deals with historical 
Christianity, explores its evidences, unveils 
its authorities, but always keeps the figure 
of Jesus Christ our Lord in that position 
of exalted pre-eminence which is rightfully 
His. Herein we sit with the author in the 
New Testament temple and follow him in 
a study of our Lord’s Person and atoning 
work. We also read with keen apprecia- 
tion his iucid defense of the Biblical claim 
to divine inspiration. 

In Volume II, “What Is God?” Dr. Bus- 
well writes as one faithful to the Holy 
Scriptures, for his fundamental teachings 
are drawn therefrom. The various attri- 
butes of Deity are placed before us in se- 
quence. We review His nature, infinitude, 
eternity, unchangeableness, wisdom, power, 
holiness, justice, goodness, and truth. The 
Trinity as the unfolding of the Godhead 
is explained. Questions regarding the uni- 
verse are answered. For application of 
these truths man and his moral needs are 
set forth. But through all the chapters the 
reader senses that the climax of the author’s 
unveiling of God lies in the “Lamb of 
God” who took away the sin of the world. 

Dr. Buswell now delves into the mys- 
teries of sin and human need of atonement, 
in the third volume, “Sin and Atonement.” 
With judicial understanding he reveals the 
position of man due to sin. To him there 
is no such thing as holding a light view of 
sin. It is refreshing to read his strictures 
against the modern tendency to cover hu- 
man misdemeanor with intellectual per- 
fume. Were there more college presidents 
who, like Dr. Buswell, believe in the dread 
horror of sin, there would be more colleges 
like Wheaton College where young life is 
guided to revere the holiness of God. In 
times such as these, when there is so much 
beclouding of the glorious atonement 
wrought by our Lord Jesus Christ, it is 
inspiring to read so clear and appealing a 
defense of that miracle of grace and truth. 
How rich and comforting is that benedic- 
tion which falls upon human hearts, con- 
trite and broken because of sin, but humbly 
trusting in the blood of Christ, which is the 
propitiation for human sin! Oh, that all 
preachers would preach the Gospel Dr. 
Buswell here so effectively makes plain. 

It is the New Testament formula first 
to indoctrinate and then exhort. Dr. Bus- 
well in his third volume follows the prin- 
ciple in defining what is “The Christian 
Life.” That mystical operation whereby 
a believer becomes a partaker of the di- 
vine nature is set before us in doctrinal 
order. God having dealt with sin through 
the atonement wrought by the Lord Jesus 
Christ, He now lifts fallen man into His 
fellowship. and service. His deductions 
are the logical sequence of his previous 
interpretations. The whole plan of redemp- 
tion, he concludes, is for the purpose of 
bringing fallen mankind into the school of 
God, to be at last partakers of his holiness. 

Such valuable truth as this important 
series advocates could not be complete 
without a volume on eschatology, so in his 
fifth volume Dr. Buswell discusses “Unful- 
filled Prophecies.” The Bible has much 


' to say about the future. Much that is in- 


complete now is to be finished then. The 
time of the end holds much in store for 
the Christian as well as for the world. 
Rightly to understand such endings is a 
lasting obligation on all believers. There 
is need for careful study here. Much con-
